Proper pro- 
cessing from the time the deer 
is killed until the meat is eaten 
or frozen is essential for good 
flavor and texture of meat.

Money Movet

predictions from government of* 
ficials that a return to tight 
money 
is 
inevitable without 


higher taxes, the Federal Re» 
serve Board has so far avoided 
any public moves in that diree* 
Hon. 


And some government oifi* 


cials believe the board mem* 
bers—the nation's money man" 
agers—will continue their policy 
of easier credit for at least the 
immediate future. 


The Federal Reserve shies 


away from any public discus- 
sion of its current money policy 
but government officials at least 
don't look for any dramatic ac- 
tion by the board—such as a 
higher 
discount rate—in the 


near future, 


Speculation 
of

change In policy arose Tuesday 
as the Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem's Open Market Committee 
held its 
regular 
meeting in 


Washington. 


Credit policy is drafted at 


these 
meetings by tte seven 


members of the board plus 5 of 
the 12 presidents of Federal Re- 
serve banks scattered across 
the country. 


Summaries of policy decisions 


are made public 90 days after 
each meeting but bankers and 
economists 
will be watching 


money movements closely over 
the next several weeks seeking 
a hint to any policy changes. 


It's been almost two years 


since the Federal Reserve on 
Dec. 6. 1965, raised its discount 
rate from 
4 to 4'/2 per cent, 


touching off a round of tight 
money which ended last April 
when the rate was returned to 4 
per cent. 


This is the rate the Federal 


Reserve 
charges commercial 


banks for short-term loans and 
other Interest rates are pegged 
upward 
from it. The system 


also shifted bank reserve re- 
quirements, Imposed newly au- 
thorized interest-rate ceilings on 
savings and urged voluntary re- 
straint on business loans by 
banks in its attempts last year 
to stem inflation. 


Conditions 
this 
year 
are 


markedly different and pose a 
unique dilemma for the board. 


The heavy pressure last year 


was on banks because of heavz 
borrowing by corporations. This 
year corporations have switched 
to sales of bonds to raise money 
and bond market interest rates 
have soared to between 6 and 7 
per cent. 


Tight money breeds high in- 


terest rates but some interest 
rates are already higher now 
than they were last year. Many 
officials fear tight money could 
send the housing industry Into 
another tailspin. 


A shortage of mortgage funds 


last year resulted In a virtual 
recession in housing. 


The 
Federal 
Reserve has 


strongly 
endorsed 
President 


Johnson's plea for a 10 per cent 
surcharge on corporate and in- 
dividual income taxes to avoid a 
return to tight money. 


But it's uncertain what the 


board will do should Congress 
adjourn this year without adopt- 
ing 
the 
surcharge, 
as now 


seems probable. 


Administration officials, from 


the President on down, have cit- 
ed the possibility of tight money 
as 
a 
recurring argument in 


their fight for the surcharge.

Cong Treating 
Prisoners 
Some Better

Army is telling its soldiers the

namese apparently are showing 
a "growing awareness of the ne- 
cessity for humane treatment of 
prisoners." 


A recently-issued troop infor- 


mation booklet on the rights of 
war prisoners cites as backing 
for this assessment documents 
captured from the Viet Cong in 
South Vietnam. 


The booklet was published in 


September, two months before 
the 
Viet Cong released this 


week three American Army ser- 
geants it had held for a long 
time. 


The Army translated and de- 


classified two documents, both 
captured last year, at the re- 
quest of a newsman. 


One of the documents, bear- 


ing 
the heading "Democratic 


Republic of Viet Nam," admon- 
ishes against "the 
binding of 


prisoners' legs and arms and 
carrying him like a pig." 


It calls for "fair treatment" 


of prisoners and says: "We give 
them sufficient food and cloth- 
ing. We do not beat or Insult 
them and proceed with brain- 
washing ..." 


The document reserves to 


North Vietnam's Central Politi- 
cal 
Agency the decision on 


whether prisoners should be ex- 
ploited 
for 
propaganda 
pur- 


poses. 
;, "We must report to the Cen- 
Hral Political Agency for in- 
structions whenever we want to 
show them (the prisoners) be- 
fore the masses in order to 
bring down the enemy's pres- 
tige or arouse the people's re- 
sentment," it says. 


The pap*1' says "no permis- 


sion is granted to beat or to bind 
prisoners." 
: Before a prisoner is sent to a 
Compound, it says, he will be is- 
sued pajamas, a towl, sandals 
or wooden shoes.

Dirksen said action on it is 
doubtful. 


The Republican leader made 


clear he doesn't think there will 
be final action in this session on 
import-curbing bills President 
Johnson has threatened to veto. 
Dirksen said the Senate may act 
on a proposal to limit textile im- 
ports but expressed doubt the 
House would be willing to take 
it up.

Obviously a will contest is worth 


preventing, if only to avoid wash- 
ing the family's dirty linen in court. 


The best way is to take certain 


precautions at the time the will is 
w r i t t e n — precautions which a 
skilled lawyer can tailor to fit the 
individual situation. 


For example, it may be wise to 


avoid making unusual, "unnatural" 
bequests. Thus, a will that left more 
to a man's stepchildren than to his 
own children not only led to a court 
fight but also helped convince a 
jury that the man was incompetent 
when he made the will. 


Another precaution may be to 


include explanations along with the 
terms of the will. Suppose a man 
wants to favor a daughter over a 
son. 
He may defuse the son's re- 


sentment by explaining that, while 
he loves them both alike, he fears 
that the daughter will need more 
financial help. 


Still another possible precaution, 


when there might be a question of 
the person's mental competence, is 
to have evidence prepared—just in 
case. Medical examinations, extra 
witnesses, perhaps even tape re- 
cordings or movies may, by show- 
ing soundness of mind, some day 
discourage a will contest. 


One fact cannot be escaped: the 


maker of the will won't be around 
when the will comes up for pro- 
bate. Nevertheless, his care and 
foresight may still be the means of 
preserving harmony among his 
heirs. 


To them, this can be the most 


important, and kindest, bequest of 


all.

There is no place for him to go 
now but up. 


To go up he'll have to start 


Much of 
his time in the White House has 
been like living in a monastery, 
he has done so little talking to 
the people about national prob- 
lems. 


But as a politician, and with 


tte 1968 elections coming up, it 
can be taken for granted he will 
try to fight to restore himself in 
the public mind. How he fights 
will be one of the most fascinat- 
ing sights between now and the 
elections. 


It has become a cliche to say 


his popularity, 
including both 


public 
liking 
and 
confidence, 


would leap up If the Vietnam 
war suddenly ended. But that 
would be depending on a mira- 
cle, if he waited for that. 


He will probably have to plug 


along without that kind of help. 


Yet public opinion about the 


President— as expressed in polls 
— has been neither very percep- 
tive nor brilliant. One example 
is what happened after his two 
meetings in June 
with Soviet 


Premier Alexei N. Kosygiri in 
Glassboro, N.J. 


The Louis Harris poll, pub- 


lished within two weeks after 
those meetings, 
showed Jolm- 


son's popularity had shot ijj. to 
54 per cent, an 11 per cent jump 
over a couple of months before, 


It must have been the glamor, 


or hope, that made the differ- 
ence, not the facts, for so far ah 
the public knew the two meet- 
Ings 
accomplished 
absolutely 


nothing. 


Time passed, the memory of 


Glassboro dimmed, the Vietnam 
war dragged on, as it had been 
doing 
before 
Gla.si.boro, 
and 


both the Harris and Gallup polls 
show 
now 
Johnson's 
standing 


with the people is at an all-time 
low. 
Yet, between Glassboro 


and now nothing has changed, 


Since the biggest monkey on 


Johnson's back is, and has been 
almost from the beginning of hi.s 
presidency, the Vietnam war, it 
would seem he would use every 
device to lighten the load. 


One handy device- would have 


been repeated talks to the na- 
tion on the war, with explana- 
tions. Years from now biogra-

since, in private, he talks Inces- 
santly and with force. He real- 
izes lie is not at his best making 
speeches, this writer ha.-, been 
tola. 


Among the presidents he

the poorest speech make j since 
Calvin Couli'lge. 


Again and again his speeches 


are full of corn and platitudes. 
Whether this is his doing is not 
clear. What he seems to need 
badly are better speechwriters. 


Even President Harry S. Tru- 


man, with less education than 
Johnson, was better at public 
speaking. There were no deco- 
rations, no literary flourishes, 
or attempts at them. Truman 
was terse, tough and to the 
point. 


The last time Johnson made a 


full-length talk on Vietnam was 
Sept. 29. It's hard to remember 
when he did the* same before. 
Instead, he has a habit of throw- 
ing in bits and pieces on Viet- 
nam in a speech. 


But those bits and pieces, in a 


talk that roams over other sub- 
jects, too, get lost to view and 
memory. Recently Johnson has 
been 
depending on aides— like 


Vice President Hubert H. Hum- 
phrey and -Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk- to answer the crit- 
ics on Vietnam, The result: the 
criticism increases. 


That there Is a broad desire 


for explanations from Johnson 
was 
illustrated 
last 
Sunday 


when a minister, 
who should 


have taken the trouble to be bet- 
ter Informed on some details, 
undertook to criticize Johnson 
for not talking more. Johnson 
sat in a pew listening to him. 


Johnson is at his best out of 


public sight, dealing with peo- 
ple. But the public can't see that 
and— judging from how quickly 
the public has forgotten his tre- 
mendous achievements, with leg- 
islation in IOCS- wouldn't epen 
remember, 


His concenratiori on the war 


seems to have gotten In the- way 
of working on Congress. That 
has a prlct- tag on It: When Con- 
gress finally 
finishes up this 


year 
its record 
will be un- 


impressive. 


In short, to resurrect himself 


in public e.s'teem Johnson will 
have to perform on his own, in 
full sight of the public whose ap- 
proval means so much to his 
ego arid his jxjlitlcal future.
